income tax affecting the whole state. 


Only four cities voted in favor of the 


amendment. 
These Included Concord, 


the capital, where the vote probably 
v/as affected by legislative influence; 
Somersworth, the home of Gov. Brown, 
one ot the proponents oE the measure; 
Dover and Franklin. 


The vote in all the cities was. light. 


In the towns, where the opposition was 
particularly strong against the amend- 
ment, a larger proportion of the cit£- 
zens went to the polls.

All that is needful is a genuine, sin- 
cere desire to really lighten the load now borne by the owners 
of real estate and personal property in this state: 


•1. Abolish the direct state tax. 
2. Abolish the state tax commission. 
3. Classify all intangible property (stocks, bonds, notes and 


other interest-bearing securities) in a class by itself with the 
state as a taxing unit, and tax the income from these intangi- 
bles at the average rate paid by other property in the state. 


4. Appropriate for state expenses the taxes now paid by the 


railroads, telephone and telegraph companies and other public 
utilities, the savings banks and the insurance companies. 


5. Impose a tax of one cent a gallon on gasoline. 
Such a program would relieve the owners of farms, homes 


and all other forms of real property of the entire burden of 
state taxes. It would eliminate the necessity for an expensive 
machine to equalize assessments for tax purposes because the 
need for exact equalization would disappear with no state tax 
levy on tangible property -by the towns and cities. It would 
bring out the substantially full ownership of intangibles and 
permit the taxation of the income from them'because the rate 
would be low and non-confiscatory, and thus secure from this 
class of property a considerable contribution to the costs of 
state government. It would use for state tax purposes the 
taxes received from the-public utility corporations, like the 
railroads, which are state-wide in their functions and owner- 
ship. It would secure from the users of automobiles by taxing 
the gasoline used an excise tax which would help maintain our 
public'highways and build needed extensions.

sonal property is $1,500,000.

This would obviously provide ample income to support all 


present state activities^ and in addition a. sum sufficient to 
speedily wipe out the remaining state debt which is less than a 
million dollars. If it was thought desirable to use the funds 
received from the gasoline tax exclusively on the roads, such 
use would still leave a balance greater than now used for state 
purposes. 


If the legislature really wants to relieve real estate and per- 


sonal property of the entire burden of state expenses and does 
not want to increase state expenditures on new adventures this 
program will do it and it will bring in a sizable amount of 
money from intangible property which now practically escapes 
all taxation. 


Of course, if the ardent advocates of the "wide open" 


amendment want a chance to raise additional money to be. 
spent by the state this program will not satisfy them. But if 
they have a glimmer of political sense they will read between 
ihe lines of the vote on Tuesday a-popular determination to 
reduce expenditures, to call a halt on spending, to have fewer 
instead of more employes on the state pay roll.

what is nationalism? It is, I conceive 
a process through which a nation ex- 
presses itself, not in isolation from 
other nations, not ii^ opposition to 
other nations, but as a part of a great 
scheme by which In seeking- its own 
expression and therefore its own iden- 
tity, it materially assists the self- 
expression and self realization of oth- 
er nations as well. 


Diversity is real as unity. And in 


order that the unity of the world may 
be established it Is 
essential 
that 


each nationality should proceed on its 
own line and fine fulfilment in self- 
expression and self realization. . 


"The only method by which freedom 


can be obtained in India is the method 
of non-violent non-co-operation. We 
are here on the eve of great changes. 
The victory of Kemal Pasha has now
